York will he nut on in a few weeks 
and the service so much enjoyed last 
summer will again lie given tourist* 
and local people.

change of schedule and the re-establish 
inent of this service bae not yet l»een 
announced. 
The train will arrive here at 2.29 in 
the afternoon, the through express for 
New York 
leaving twenty minutes 
earlier. 
Both trains Will make one 
trip a day as during last summer and 
will 
remain 
here 
for 
practically 
twenty four hours. 
The Pullman service w ill 
also lie 
resumed with the change of schedule 
and the morning train leaving here at 
5.55 and returning in the evening at 
9 05 will carry a Pullman car. 
The 
other trains are expected to remain as 
at present though nodefinite announce 
rnent has yet been made 
The summer schedule is the most 
satisfactory the Heeding has ever aper 
ated and the news of the resitmptiou*of 
the fast express and the parlor car aer 
vice will lie welcomed.

At a meeting of the Town Council 
on Tueeday evening permission was 
granted toe residents of Springs 
ave 
nue to oil their street frpm the 
rail 
road'croesing to the property of Mrs. J. 
W. Richard. 
Amoe Eckert, who ap­ 
peared in behalf of the citizens of that 
section, said that the work would be 
done as soon as possible. 


He asked that council 
prepare 
the 
street for the oiling by filling 
in the 
numerous ’ chuck holes’'’aud said that 
the Springs avenue property holders 
would have the road scraped prelimi­ 
nary to the oiling. 
Council viewed 
the propcvdtion favorably and said they 
would be very glad to have the ex|ieri- 
uoent made and hoped that it would 
prove successful as they felt oil would 
tie preferable to sprinkling in view of 
the opinion that the latter is supposed 
to damage the streets. 
Council passed an ordinance forbid­ 
ding the erection within the borough 
limits of any butlding*tnore than 15 x 
15 feet of wood or other 
inflammable 
material and also forbidding the plac­ 
ing of wooden'roofs on new buildings. 
All members voted for the ordinance 
except Mr Stock who went on record 
against it 
It had orginally been pro 
posed to forbid tbs erection of 
any 
wooden structures at all in the center 
of town but this was deemed 
inadvi* 
able in view of the citizens who wish 
to put up small chicken 
houses and 
other outbuildings. 
The 
ordinance 
adopted provides for a fine of from 910 
to $50 for every violation and a fine of 
$5 for every day an illegal building is 
allowed to stand after notice is given 
Borough Engineer Forman appeared 
before Council to ask permission to 
change the grade on 
Railroad street 
between 
Washington 
and 
Carlisle 
•treats as given in the Pratt 
survey. 
The Pratt profile would drain the en­ 
tire aquare to Carlisle street while Mr. 
Forman’s plan drains the ^square into 
the sewer near the Washington House 
stables and admits of a 
leas severe 
change in the pavements. 
Tbs ''-att 
survey ^compel led a raise of twenty two 
inches at some places. 
Mr. Forman’s 
suggestion was adopted. 
The highway committee asked and 
received authority to have Mr. Farrell 
quarry and crush five hundred toos of 
atone for the streets. 
Mr. 
Tawney, 
chairman, explained that 
twice that 
moch'sbould be ordered but that the 
finances of the borough would not per­ 
mit the necessary expenditure. 
It was reported that people digging 
ditches were under the Impression that 
they were responsible for the*condition 
of the street for only thirty days after 
the opening war filled. 
It was 
said 
at council that this 
impression bad 
been widespread for acme time and 
that bad conditions resulted. 
Refer­ 
ence to the ordinance showed the pro­ 
perty owners responsible for thirteen 
months after the closing of the ditch 
and they will take warning 
accord­ 
ingly. 
The highway committee was given 
authority to buy a 84 foot “ half round" 
pipe to repair the water course at the 
crossing on Hanover street between the 
properties of Dr. E. 
D. 
Hudson and 
Dennis Twomey. 
Mr. Bott reported on the committee 
appointed to see what could be done to 
secure easier access to the properties 
on the north side of the railroad in the 
east end of town. 
He said that ae yet 
he bad been unable to get conference 
with a representative of the railroad. 
A committee was authorized to 
in­ 
vestigate the advisability of opening 
Howard street. 
Requests from Mr. Wilson, who is 
building on Broadway, and from Miss 
Laura Spangler for sewer extensions 
were considered. Council refused both 
requests aa the finances of the borough 
do not permit the building of sewers 
at tbia time and it was suggested that 
the property owneraaoonstruct the lines 
necessary to connect with the borough 
system.

Will Make Exoetttnt Binding, Baya 
Landen Engineer. 
Cecil Nathan, an engineer of Loo­ 
sen who gives especial attention to 
roadm&klng, expresses the belief that 
asphalt Is destined to take tbe place 
of tar aa a binder of macadam roads. 
Ha defines the “essential desiderata" 
of a satisfactory road as “smooth ap­ 
pearance and even surface following 
the camber of the road, which must 
be sanitary, dustless, noiseless and 
eonslippery.’* 
Mr. Nathan also stipu­ 
lates that tbe Meal road must uot only 
have these qualities, but be reasonable 
In Initial cost and above all In main­ 
tenance. 
“Many of tbe present generation will 
remember tbe phrase, ‘Electricity la 
only In Its Infancy.’" says Mr. Nathan. 
“Well, today tbe road board is In Its 
infancy, and I have no doubt that It 
will grow into as fine and healthy a 
child as electricity did. Like other in­ 
fanta the road board la just beginning 
to spmk. and tbe first word that It has 
been taught Is ‘tar.’ 
Now. I hope It 
will very noon grow up and leapt 
words of two syllables, such ss ‘as­ 
phalt.’ sod then be able to expound 
to road engineers the real meaning of 
this much misunderstood word. 
“This Is the tar age, and as an In­ 
different palliative U r Is serving IU 
purpose today as a temporary expedi­ 
ent, bot something much more perma­ 
nent than tbe primitive methods of tar 
•praying or even tar macadam Is re 
quired for tbe future, and I maintain 
that permanency will be obtained only 
from the adoption as waterproof road 
crust binders of either Lake Trinidad 
asphalt or Cuban asphalt, but prefer 
ably Cuban asphalt, owing to Its bar 
lng a higher melting point and its abl! 
ity to withstand the rotting effects of 
water."

MOBBING, CROWDING. 
The nearest to a bargain counter 
rush where fifty women fight for a 
faded green ribbon is where bena are 
fed from a trough too small. 
What a 
grab for grab! 
What a mobbing, 
crowding, squawking, fighting! There 
la an uneven distribution of feed. The 
timid, weak and young go hungry, 
while the strong get too much. 
For 
maximum results for health, growth, 
eggs, quality and quantity of flesh 
among old and young stock every 
fowl must eat In comfort, get its 
share, and the feed should be of such 
a Bise or consistency that a ben may 
not fbol away her time on a large 
hard chunk while the rest gobble the 
grub. 
If feed la thrown on the ground the 
grain should be so scattered that all 
may have a chance to see and eat, and 
the ground should be clean, for rotten 
ground grabbed up with feed ie a com­ 
mon cause of worms in the digestive 
tract of fowls. Young stock should be

kept separate, and if they must be 
kept In the same yard with adults a 
screen should be provided into which 
they only may retire for feed.

brooders, bad conditions result, and 
nature proceeds to cut down the brood
